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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Arndt, Young 
'520, Bruce, Hawley '535 or Pitts. 

Arndt, Young '520, Bruce, Hawely '535 or Pitts discloses a wing having a first and 
second region and a transition region between the first and second region. The transition region 
forms a smooth, gradually curving surface devoid of planform break. The method claims are 
meet by the apparatus of Arndt, Young '520, Bruce, Hawley '535 or Pitts,
